Production During the Coming 
Season 


Practical farmers know more than 
most classes of workers the neces- 
sity for planning well ahead. Suc- 
cess in the fields no less than in the 
field may depend on taking “the long 
view.” Canadian farmers, therefore, 
more than anyone else may profit by 
weighing earnestly the words of an 
English economist that. even if war 
were to cease tomorrow, rormal crop 
conditions could not be restored in 
the world for from three to — six 
years. The stored-up supplics of food 
ave been heavily drawn upon and in 
some cases have been actually ex- 
hausted. This means, as no one bet- 
ter than the farmer will cotaprehend, 
that there will be an acute demand 
as compared with pre-war years, for 
food grain crops and food animals. 
Should warfare be suspended, of 
which there is no sign at present, the 
demobilization would take months 
and in the reconstruction period the 
re-stocking of farms in Belgium, 
France, Italy and Great Britain must 
inevitably be done from this side of 
the Atlantic, 

Only by the “long view” can the 
Canadian farmer prepare for this. It 
is in this season of comparative quiet- 
ness in farm life that he will have 
most time to think out the means at 
his disposal. He will see that there 
is both good business and good pat- 
riotism in the advice of the food con- 
troller and of the department of ag- 
riculture to produce more pork; he 
will do what he can to add to the 
grain area of 1918, 

Owing to lack of fertilizers , 80 
necessary for the intensive systems 
of farming in the older lands. and to 
the consequent impoverishment of 
the soils especially of France and 
Italy, next year’s crops in Europe 
may be smaller than even those re- 
cently harvested, which fell far be- 
low the average. Shipping is not 
available to carry fertilizing supplies 
and labor is extremely scarce, so 
that the diminution of the crops for 
1918 will be exceedingly serious. A 
consideration of these things should 
give the Canadian farmer matter for 
thought as to what he will do to 


mect the shortage overseas and to|

Here’s a Nice Little Excuse For 
Hanging on to the Plunder 

In a resolution most recently 

adopted by the pan-Germanic sg 4 

of Essen and the text of which has 

been transmitted to Marshal Hinden- 


burg and to Admirals Virpitz and 
Scheer, it is stated: 
“The inhabitants of the western 


provinces of the German country de- 
clare that they would be irremediably 
lost if, Belgium having withdrawa 
from German influence, Germany 
should happen to be defeated in a 
future war. The enemy could quickly 
seize upon all the big manufactories, 
arsenals of fighting armies and im- 
pose upon us a dishonorable peace.” 

The resolution closes by this asser- 
tion that the league intends to strug- 
gle “in order that British arrogance 
and our foe’s claims may not prevail 
and rob from us, in the couse of the 
diplomatic negotiations, the territory 
which we must not, under any pre- 
tence whatsoever, give up to them, 
the Flanders,” 


Tried toStart U.S.-Jap Fight 


German Plot in Early Part of the 
War Is Uncarthed 


That desperate efforts were made 
by the German ambassador and mili- 
tary and naval officers in the United 
States to stir up enmity between the 
Unised States and Japan in the early 
days of the European war while the 
United States was still a neutral has 
been revealed by the diary of Cap- 
tain Karl Grasshof, commander of 
the gunboat Geier. which interned at 
Honolulu in November, 1914, to save 
herself from destruction by a Japan- 
ese cruiser, the Hizen, which waited 
beyond the three-mile limit for her 
to show her nose outside the harbor, 
The diary is in the possession of the 
naval intelligence bureau of the Ha&- 
waiian naval division and was made 
public on authority from the intelli- 
gence bureau. 

In line with the recent exposures 
of Secretary Lansing, it reveals ao 
world-wide conspiracy and intrigue 
in the interests of Germany extend. 
ing from Ambassador Bernstorff's 
office at Washington through San 
Francisco to Shanghai, Hong Kong 
and Manilla, and centering in llono- 
lulu upon the Geier, which with hee 


wireless intercepted ofhcial Amert- 
can government wireless messages 
and relayed messages and orders 


from the German officials to -heie 
destination. 

The diary, written in German, was 
found on Captain Grasshof follow- 
ing his imprisonment at Schotield 
Barracks after the attempted de- 
Struction of the German warship 
and German merhantmen then in- 
terned at Honolulu. The at‘empted 
destruction took place when the 
United States broke off diplomatis 
relations with Germany, 


With the translation as a clue, 
tavy intelligence officers have been 
linking up the tangled skein of evi- 
dence for the last six months, aud 
now they have a complete indict- 
ment of the interned Germans tor 
their part in the conspiracy, involv- 
ing the wholesale violations of all 
the laws of hospitality, of nations 


and men and the precepts of neu- 
trality, the crimes covering a period 
from November, 1914, to February, 
1917,

The best is full 16s a pound, — but 
Munday’s and Newdigates, who have 
also a lot and have also had from the 
shops since the new tax was laid, say 
it is better than what you can buy 
for 18s,” 

It was at Garraway’s coffee house 
in Exchange Alley that tea was first 
offered to the public. That was in 
1657, and the tea was advertised as 
“made according to direction of the 
most knowing merchants of those 
eastern countries.” It was retailed at 
from 16s to 50s a pound.—Tit-Bits.

Criminal Laundry Marks 


Scotland Yard Keeps Biggest Wash- 
ing Book in the World 


The biggest washing book in the 
world is undoubted!y the “register of 
laundries and laundry marks,” which 
is kept by the commissioner of po- 
tice at Scotland Yard,.says London 
Tit-Bits. Lt comprises twelve mas- 
sive volumes, in which are recorded 
particulars that render it possible to 
trace the ownership of any piece of 
wearing apparel that has ever pas- 
sed through a wash, provided, of 
course, the laundry mark is decipher- 
able, 

Scores of criminals in all parts of 
the country have been brought to 
justice through the medium of this 
remaikable book, especialy in the 
case of toul play and when unidenti- 
fied bodies are found. Perhaps the 
most striking instance was that of 
the “Yarmouth beach mystery,” 
when the mutilated body of a wo- 
man was discovercd on the western 
shore of that popular ‘seaside — re- 
sort. Over 400 laundries were visit- 
ed by the police to discover the own- 
ership .of the clothes found on the 
body, 

It-was traced at last to a small 
hand laundry at Woolwich, whither 
it nad been sent by a Mrs, Bennet. 
Twelve hours later the dead woman 
had been identified, and her husband, 
Herbert John Bennet, was in custody 
charged with the murder. 

He had, he thought, obliterated 
every clue, He had persuaded the 
woman to stay at Yarmouth under 
an assumed name, He had also, by 
specious pretenses, got her to hide 
her identity in every possible way, 
and he had decoyed her to a lonely 
part of the beach at dead of night 
and there strangled her—silently, 
swiftly, secretly—while pretending to 
caress her. > 

But he overlooked the existence of 
that one little tell-tale laundry mark 
—it brought him to the scaffold. 

Through the agency of this wash- 
ing book two notorious _ station 
thieves were brought to justice, Ar- 
rested on a minor charge, the men 
were found, when taken to Penton 
ville prison, to be wearing marked

A Time for Steadiness 


Britain and France MustsHold the 
Gap Against the Enemy 


The London Times, discussing the 
military situation on the western 
front, says the next few weeks are 
likely to be the worst of the war. 
Russia has-gone out, and America is 
not yet well in. Britain and France 
must hold the gap meanwhile against 
the enemy. From all quarters come 
indications that the Times does not 
overstate the case. Despatches from 
Holland tell of the concentration of 
hundreds of thousands of German 
troops in Brabant and northern Flan- 
ders. The French intelligence de- 
partment has been reporting of late 
an increase in the enemy strength in 
Lorraine and the Champagne. The 
Austrians in the Trentino, who are 
striving mightily, despite great los- 
ses, to make their way down into 
the Italian plain in the rear of Italy's 
army of Venetia, receive constantly 
accessions to their already great ar- 
tillery strength. 

The men and the munitions now 
being assembled for the forthcoming 
great offensive on the western front 
are coming in part from 
where the enemy’s forces can be re- 
duced with safety to a minimum be- 
cause the Russ are at death grips 
among themsel and are in no 
condition to fa t external ene- 
mies. But Germany is not depending 
entirely upon reinforcements 
from the east he new armies 
now being cre: The calling out 
and training of boys of seventeen 
proves that she is prepared to take 
desperate measures to reach a deci- 
sion before the weight of the United

Britain to Pay All her Debts 


Her War indebtedness Will Not Be 
Repudiated, Says Bonar Law 


Great Britain will not repudiate 
her war debt, declares A. Bonar 
Law, the chancellor of the exchequer 
in an open letter, which he has caus- 
ed to be published, and in which he 
denounces rumors that the country 
would fail to meet some of the lia- 
bilities incurred in the war. In his 
letter the chancellor states: 

“I am glad to have an opportunity 
of dealing with the rumors I find ‘are 
current throughout the country with 
regard to the possibility of the gov- 
ernment repudiating its liabilities, 

“I should like to state and state as 
strongly as I can, that, in my opin- 
ion, no British government, present 
or future, will seek to break faith 
with those who have placed their fi- 
nancial resources at the disposal of 
the state in this crisis of its  his- 
tory. Such a policy would not only 
mean that the government of the 
United Kingdom was in the hands of 
men who were blind to all consider- 
ations of national honor, but would, 
to my mind, involve the overthrow 
of any government that adopted it. 

“The repudiation of state liabilities 
would, in my judgment, be as disas- 
trous as it would be dishonorable, 
Nothing after the war will be more 
important than to preserve and but- 
tress the fabric of the national credit 
and nothing would so easily under- 
mine it as the refusal of the govern- 
ment to honor its debts. It would, 
indeed, be impossible for a govern- 
ment which had destroyed its credit 
by repudiating its liabilities ever to 
borrow again should 
arise in which it was necessary to do 
so. In short, repudiation spells na- 
tional dishonor and national disas~- 
ter,
